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Andrus asks DOE for copy of cleanup paper

BOISE — Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus asked 
the Energy Department on Monday for a 
copy of u classified document reportedly 
calling fbr lcBsJhan hal f the m oney needed 
for environmental clean-up at nuclear pro- 
duction facilities, including the Idaho Nation- 
al Engineering Laboratory. 

’This is an issue. of. tremendous national 
. importance," Andrus said in a letter to Ener- 
gy Secretary James Herrington. "It is imper- 
ative that the department share its plans and 
its expected budgetary commitments with 


those of us in states with DOE facilities." 

Published reports over the weekend said 
the document, informally called the “2010 
Report," recommends only $60 billion be 
spent in the next 40 years to clean up the 
worst of the environmental damage at feder- 
al huclear'weapohs p reduction fac llltles. 

Earlier this year, the government said it 
would cost more than $100 billion to clean up 
.those. sites, and congressional research put 
the figure even higher. 

At the 6ame time, the report, a proposed 
blueprint for the future of the nation's nucle- 
ar weapons complex, recommended closing 


some facilities uround the nation und relo- 
cating other operations away from more 
populous areas. 

The Department of Energy is going full- 
speed ahead with rebuilding its empire and 
once again putting cleanup on the back burn- 
er and this is unacceptable," sald LtrPnul nf 
the Snake River Alliance; which has opposed, 
nuclear-weapons projects at INEL. 

"We believe it is unacceptable to the peo- 
ple ofldahb," she suid. They simply cannot 
be allowed to build new facilities until they 
resolve environmental problems that at this 
point pose a greater threat to our national 


security than any foreign government:" 

The classified report was to be forwarded 
to Congress this week, but Reagan adminis- 
tration sources reportedly said it is likely to 
be held up for sevcrnl more weeks because 
of a dispute between the Energy Department 
and the~bud get office ovcr-thc -bhieprint's- 
high costs'^' 

Andrus, while not opposing projects like 
the Special Isotope Separator or the New 
Production Reactor, has made it clear that 
an acceptable plan for disposal of nuclear 
waste mustbe/n top priority- 
To that end, in October Andrus banned all 


further temporary storage of radionctivc 
waste from out-of-state at INEL tmtil the 
government opens its long-promised perma- 
nent disposal facility in New Mexico. Over 2 
million cubic feet of that waste is currently 
stored above ground at INEL. 

- In addition, he has also indicated that he 
wants the government to begin moving on 
cleaning up the more than 2 million cubic 
feet of waste buried below ground on the 
eastern Idaho site. 

"I don't care what.it costs,” Andrus said,

BOISE — State utility regulators voted Monday 
to challenge an Idaho Supreme Court decision that 
allows Idaho Power Co. a Christmas-time rate 
hike. 

Though seeking a rehearing on portions of the 
decision seen os an unjustified assault on its au- 
thority, the Public Utilities Commission said it 
would support the court-allowed $28 million rate 
hike to take effect while the legal battle continues. 

Commission President Joe Miller called the : 
wording of the court's Dec. 2 decision distressing. 
He and commissioners Perry Swisher and Ralph ' 
Nelson agreed, however, that in the four years 


since tne original rauiunc reuse request wuu meu 
Idaho Power's financial situation has changed 
enough to justify higher rates. 

The company is likely, as of today, to be enti- 
tled to some degree of rate relief," Miller said as 
■ the half-hour decision meeting drew to a close. 

Though no evidence directly supports it, Miller 
said the $28 million increase announced by the 
utility lost week under the court ruling may well" 
be appropriate. The hike would add about $5 a

MOSCOW — As rescue workers struggled to 
save those victims of the Armenian earthquake 
still alive beneath the rubble of collapsed build- 
ings, official criticism began to emerge Monday 
that the relief effort needed better organization. 

Valuable time was lost immediately after the 
magnitude 6.9 earthquake Wednesday morning 
through a lack of preparedness, articles in the of- 
ficial Soviet press asserted. In addition, more 
time was lost later through poor coordination, and 
time is now critical if lives are to be saved, the 
commentaries asserted. 

"Hours were lost, and time means lives," the

CommuniBt Party newspaper Pravda commented, 
urging intensified efforts to find and rescue the 
thousands of people believed to be still trapped. 
"It is bitter to talk about all this, but it is neces- 
sary — lives are at stake." 

The crash of the second relief plane in two days 
— this one a Yugoslav transport with seven crew 
members aboard — dramatized the dangers in 
the massive relief effort itself. 

Hundreds of aircraft — most of them part of an 
"air bridge" bringing supplies from other parts of 
the Soviet Union. and. evacuating residents,. but 


some carrying medicine and rescue workers from 
abroad — are now in the skies over Armenia in 
the southern Soviet Union, and the congestion re- 
quires skilled air traffic control. 

The Yugoslav plane crashed ubout eight miles 
from Zvartnots Airport in Yerevan, the Armenian 
capital, while preparing to land about 2:30 a.m. 
Monday, The cause of the crash was not immedi- 
ately clear, Soviet aviation officials said, and an 
international commission is to investigate it. 

On Sunday, a Soviet military transport crashed 
before dawn near Leninakan, one of the woret-hit 
cities in the earthquake, and 78 crew members 
and soldierB aboard were killed.

Three cars hurtled into the air 
and onto an embankment and eight 
overturned. 

A fourth train, crowded with com- 
muters, stopped n few feet short of 
the wreck, British Rail said. 

Rescue teams working under arc 
lights used heavy lifting equipment 
and hydraulic jacks through the ear- 


ly morning hours Tuesday searching 
the mangled debris for more 
trapped victims. 

Many passeng ers, doze d or sli ght- 

ly injured, were able to walk away, 
but London Ambulance Service 
spokesman Chris Webb said 114 pas* 
6cngcrs were taken to five local hos- 
pitals, -?0.with serious injuries.. and . 
otters -were treated on the scene. 

Dozens of passengers were 
trapped, some for up to five hours, 
waiting for rescue workers to hack 
through dense underbrush alongside 
the tracks and to pry open roofs of 
overturned cars. 

Others walked away in search of 
other transport to their jobs in Lon- 
don. A man clutched a crushed 
briefcase to his chest. Another, in a 
smart business suit, carried n blood- 
spattered raincoat.

This may be such a time; brought into focus by two major 
events. 

•One is a terrible oarthquake in which, tons of thousands 
have died, an event which line resulted in an enormous re- 
lief effort from countries rich and poor; 

That outpouring of sympathy and aid may go a long way 
toward breaking down a long-standing Soviet distrust of out-

.how it .sharps a common destiny with the rest of humanity. 

Gorbachev already seems aware of that possibility. In his 
public concern and in the way he rushed home from New 
York to be with his countrymen, he sends a message which 
can only help improve the Soviet people’s long isolation. • 

The second event is the simmering dispute over regional 
and cultural identity between Armenia and its larger Soviet 
provincial neighbor, Azerbaydzhan, over territory which 
both claim. 

■The dispute is one .Of* ethnic heritage. • religion, language 
and nationalistic identity; it has broken out into the open in 
recent years, partly because of the Gorbachev era of “pere- 
stroika," which presumably means a larger role in Soviet 
society for tho nation’smnny cultural interests.

Board to receive final creationism guidelines

HAILEY — A curfew for Fried- 
man Memorial Airport will restrict 
all nir traffic between the hours of 11 
p.m. and 6 a.m. 

The Blaine County’ Airport - ' Com- 
mission moved last week to amend a 
proposed regulation to further re- 
strict air traffic at the airport. 

It also voted to hire a new assis- 
tant airport manager. 

The regulation would prohibit nir 
traffic nt the airport during the cur- 
few hours, except emergency land- — 
ings. This tightens the restrictions 
which the commission considered in 
November, when the regulation al- 
lowed curfew landings from the 
south. 

TLcan'-L undcrstand -why-aircraft _ 
should be prohibited from flyin g oyer — 
one area ot the valley nt nny hour 
and not.thc other,” Airport Commis- 
sioner Wayne Douthit, also Belle- 
vue's mayor, said nt last week’s 
meeting. 

Douthit said Bellevue 5 b directly in 
the flight path to the airport and res- 
idents tolerate the southern landings 
during the day. However, when most 
people are home from work and 
sleeping through the night, southern 
landings are unsafe and can be 
noisy. 

Other area residents expressed 
concern over the commission’s origi- 
nal decision to allow southern land- 
ings at night. 

Claude Ballard, Bellevue Elemen- 
tary School principal and former air- 
port commissioner, said that. while 
the regulation was well drafted, the 
curfew should be inclusive of all val- 
ley communities.

TWIN F ALLS — T he final verdict on an origina- 
of-lifo controveray will be announced at the School 
Board's monthly meeting tonight, in the form of 
approval or disapproval of a set of guidelines pre- 
sented to the board during its November meeting. 

The guidelines — written by a board-appointed 
committee of teachers and administrators — do 
not mention creationism specifically, but state: 
"Evidence supporting any -origin of life theory 
should be documented ns having a scientific basis. 
Information which is considered a religious tenet 


should not be presented." 

A recommendation from the district adminis- 
tration on how to implement the guidelines is ex- 
pected tonight. 

The bonrd'3 acceptance of the guidelines would 
end a year-long battle of beliefs between thoBC 
who say creationism is -a valid theory and should 
be taught in public schools and those who say it is 
a religious belief that doesn't belong in the class- 
room. 

The controversy was sparked by the parents of 
a seventh-grade O’Leary Junior High student lust 
year. Stephen Hartgcn, managing editor of The 
Times-Ncws, and his wife, Jan, wrote a letter ask- 


ing the district to develop some sort of policy.

' origins of life policy in May, appointing a Beporntc 
committee to hash,-out a-set of guidelines to clari-

At that time, Superintendent Carl Snow raid ori- 
gin theories relying on a supreme being "can't be 
taught in science class."

The - cduse _ of ' 
the fire that destroyed the house Fri- 
day night was still being investigat- 
ed, he sBid. 

Allen said it was hoped the autop- 
sies would reveal the sex and identi- 
ties of,. .the victims, as well as 
whether the two died before or dur- 
ing the fire. 

Authorities had not been able to lo-- 
catc the owners of the ranch, David 
Ashley, 50, and his wife, Helen, 47, 
whom Allen described as fundamen- 
talists and survivalists. He said at 
least two other males lived at the 
ranch and that they also were miss- 
ing. 

— 4Vnyno- Longo,_ regional . manager, 
of the Idaho Bureau of N arcotics, 
said Monday that investigators were 
seeking the whereabouts of several 
othor people known to have frequent- 
ed the Ashleya’ property. 

No arrests had been made.

The Elk River School District al- 
ready fa .designated os remote and 
necessary, Ireland, said. It carrenlly - 
has seven students in its high school. 

"That remote and necessary desig- 
nation has never been questioned in 
the past, and I don't know any real 
reason it would be," he said. "We 
haven't gotten any closer to anyone." 

Deary High School, the noxt clos- 
est school, is'27 miles away. 

■ Officials at Nezpcrce and Culdcsa c 
never have had to justiiy themselves 
n^rombtc and necessary. 

"With just 10 miles and a major 
highway between us and Lapwai Dis- 
trict, it would be rather difficult to 
justify us as a remote high school,” 
Culdesac Superintendent Larry Man- 
ly said. Currently, 67 students at- 


tended grades-9 through 12 at Culdc- 
sac. • 

' "Our enrollment fluctuates," Man- 
ly said. "It’s been as low ns 65, but 
it's never been above the 60 mark." 

Nezpcrce Principal Dennis Coulter 
said his district's junionoenior high 
schoo l has 69 stud ents. 

"Fortunately, . we ' should . have 
cnougFsrith’grudeft’comlngin next 
year, we'll .be over, that' mark," he 
said. "This year, as it stands now, 
we'd lose money.” . 

Both Coulter and Manly ques- 
tioned whether Evans' proposal 
could be enforced, considering the 
yearly changes in enrollment.

Woman launches program to protect lakes

MOSCOW (AP) - Congested 
skies anti dam aecd ground futilities 
contributed -10 tile fttlai crushes- of - 
two relief planes to Armenia, but 
night flights to the disaster scene 
will continue, a senior aviation offi- 
cial said Monday. 

Since Wednesdays devastating 
earthquake, more than 200 Soviet 
relief flights and 38 foreign flights 
have descended on airports at Leni- 
nakan and Yerevan. They still are 


streaming to Armenia, with more to 
come. 

Early Monday, all seven Soviet 
crew members aboard a Yugoslav 
military transport were killed when 
their Soviet-built An-12 plane 
crashed and burned 7 miles from 
Yerevan's Zvnmots airport. 

An 11-76 carrying Soviet soldiers 
to help rescue quake victims crushed 
near Lctiinakan's airport before 
dawn Sunday, killing all 78 people 
on board, said Boris Panyukov, 
deputy director of civil aviation. 

Snow, rain and fog hove forced air 
truffic controllers to divert planes to 
airports in the neighboring republic 
of Georgia und Azerbaijan. 

Panyukov said that weather con- 
ditions were normal when ttuTlwo 
planes made their approach. He said 
both disappeared from the radar 
just before they crashed. He provid- 
ed no details on the reasons for ei- 
ther crash.

MEXICO CITY (AP)_— Residents 
and vendors in n marketplace where 
62 people died in an inferno criticized 
officials Monday for not halting sales 
of illegal fireworks, which ^jvjsre 
blamed for the blaze.
